OBITUARY, 


Robert John 
Adams 
was born in 
Canada, and was 54 years of age at the 
time ofhis death. He came to Amador 
county about 1876, and engaged in the 
logging business for the Amador Canal 
Company. 
InMay, 1877, ho was mar- 
ried to Miss Ann Nichols of Jackson 
Valley, and settled at Pino Grove. His 
fitness 
for public affairs 
was early 
recognized, 
and in 1886 he was nomi- 
nated by the Republicans 
for the im- 
portant office of Sheriff and Tit*Col- 
lector, and was elected by a' substantial 
majority ovev'Wi H. Glenn, the Dem- 
ocratic 
candidate. 
In 1888 
he 
was 


renominated for tho same position, and 
was re-elected, 
defeating George Dur- 


ham. In 1890 he again ran forSheriff 
against 1. N.Templeton, and wa3 again 
elected. 
He retired fromofficoin 1893, 


and tho same year accepted tho res- 
ponsible position of superintendent for 
the Amador Electric Company inJack- 
son. 
Deceased 
was a man of sterling 
character. 
The allurements 
ofpoliti- 


cal lifefailed to draw him aside in the 
slightest degree fromthe straight path 
ofintegrity and moral worth. Unlike 
the majority of those who enter politi- 
cal life, Bob Adams 
was never known 
to sacrifice a friend formere temporary 
advantage, and he always acted true to 
his convictions of right: At the close 
of his officiallife, it 'may be said to his. 
everlasting 
credit, he retained unim- 
paired all tho.se moral attributes 
of 
truth, 
honesty 
and constancy 
which 
distinguished 
him 
as a man. 
The 
much-talked-of debasing influences of 
politicallifelofthim untouched. 
Dur- 
ing his 25 years' residence in Amadpr 
county he succeeded 
}n attaining a 
position of competence. '".He leaves a 
widow and three children; two sons 
and a daughter. 
The family are nat- 
urally prostrated 
by.the violent and 
sudden removal of a belQved h,usband 
and father. H}s brp.ther, A C. Adams, 
the only relative he has had inAmador 
county,' ia.oh his way back from Cape 
Nome, Alaska, whither, ho wont last 
spring. 
Amador county 
has lost one 
ofits best and truest citizens. 
He fell 
at the post of duty. 
The most endur- 
ingmonument of his worthis engraved 
upon the memories of his felloiw citi- 
zens, who,knew flfhj.s. wflrthby having 
known him"inlife. 


The tornado and Hood which visited 
Galveston sent into the other 
world 
proportionately more people of small 
means than oflarge means —the reason 
being that the houses of the latter were 
builton higher ground and were more' 
solidly constructed. 
Similarlythe financial and industrial 
catastrophe that would be visited on 
this country through 
the election 
of 
Bryan 
would 
relatively 'hurt 
the 
"poor" far' more 
than the 
"rich." 
The "rich" would lose more money, 
but 
they have more money to lose. 
Tho "poor" would be forced into a 
repetition of tho heart-rending battle 
against 
cold, starvation and disease, 
which they 
fought after the Demo- 
cratic panic of 1893. 
Practically

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The first fatality from the electric 


wires, 
which are strung so 
thickly 


through the town of Jackson, occurred 
on Saturday 
last, 
the victim being 
Robert J. Adams, superintendent 
and 
manager of the Amador Electric Kail- 
way and LightCo. for Jackson. 
Ever 


since the Electric Company commenced 
business 
in this town, in 1893, 
Mr. 


Adams had been engaged inthe general 
supervision of the company's 
affairs 


here. 
Being careful and reliable, and 
naturally quick in acquiring a know- 
ledge of anything' he undertook, 
ho 
soon became 
expert in the practical 


work of the eloctric lighting business, 
and all the dangerous 
work was done 
by him personally. 


Last Saturday 
bo was engaged 
all 
day ininstallinga number of incandes- 
cent lights at different points 'about 
town for the purpose of illumination in 
honor of the visitofHon. S. D. Woods, 
Republican 
nominee 
for Congress 
in 


this district, 
who was 
announced 
to 


speak inJackson that night. 
Prepara- 


tions had been made for a torchlight 
procession and band music, and it was 
thought that something should be done 
in the way ofillumination. Instead 
of 


the old method of candle illumination, 
it was decided to have the incandescent 
lights. It was 
the first attempt at 
illuminationin this way for a political 
gathering, resulting as the sequel shows 
in one of the most lamentable tragedies 
witnessed in Amador county. 


About liveo'clock, Mr. Adams, 
as- 
sisted by his younger son, Robbie, 
was 
working on what 
was intended 
to be 
the last string of lights. It was on 
Water street, 
the line was to reach 
from Ginocchio's store to near Garbari- 
ni's blacksmith shop. Itwas necessary 
to get the wire he intended to install 
over one of the main wires.,These 
wires are always charged witha deadly 
current of from 2000 to 2500 volts. Ho 
fastened 
one end 
of the loose 
wire 
around the head of a common hammer. 
Young Rob 
was 
on 
tho shed 
at 
Ginocchio's, 
holding one end of the 


wire. Mr. Adams threw the hammer 
with the wire attached, 
intending to 


throw it over the main line, at the 
same time he called to his son to let go 
the wire which ho held, which he did. 
James 
Dyo Jr., who was one of the 
com tnitteer appointed to make arrange- 
ments for tho political speaking, 
was 
watching the proceedings, and exchang-, 
ing remarks with Mr, Adams at the 
time. Itso happened 
that instead of 
throwing the line clear over the main 
wire, the claws of the hammer lodged 
on the wire, suspending the hammer 30 
feet from tho ground. 
Seeing 
the 
mishap, Mr. Adams remarked to Dye, 
"Look at that; isn't that luck'? ?1 'or 
words to that effect. 
Both wires were 
thoroughly insulated, butitissaid that 
no insulation is capable of neutralizing 
such heavily charged wires. Itis at all 
times and under all circumstances, 
a 
dangerous occupation to work around 
these livo wires. 
That Mr. Adams 
fullyrealized the risk ho was taking is 
probable. 
Whilocautious and prudent, 


no man in Amador county was prepar- 
ed, at 
the call of duty, 
to 
assume 
greater visks than he. 
He commenced 
pulling on the wire "attached to the 
hammer, witha viewof shaking it off 
the main wire. He was standing in 
the street, which was somewhat muddy 
from tho recent rains, tho dampness 
adding 
to the 
danger 
of the 
risky 
undertaking. 


Therel were many versions 
of the 
accident immediately after it occurred, 
but the subsequent 
investigations by 


tho electricians of the Standard Electric 
Company 
teud toprove that the fol- 
lowing version is the correct one. In 
tugging 
on the wire to release 
the 
hammer, the position of the hammer 
was shifted along tho main wire, until 
itcame to a place whore the insulation 
was 
defective, 
which spot 
could 
be 
readily seen fromthe street 
as it was 
marked by a wrapping of white tape 
around the rubber insulation. 
Sudden- 
ly Adams uttered a cry, while sparks 
were noticed shooting out in all direc- 
tions. He staggered a few steps and 
fellprostrate, and inhis fall the ham- 
mer 
was fortunately "jerked off the 
main wire, which fact saved the life of 
James 
Dye, who, without thinking, 


rushed up to Adams and caught him 
in his arms as he fell.

Endicott and A. M. Gall were sum- 
moned and everything done inthohope 
of bringiDg him back -tolife, but to no 
purpose.

After breakfast 
we walked to San 
Carlos Mission. 
This land mark of the 
activities of the Franciscans is sacredly 
protected alike from the vandal and 
the elements and presents an attractive 
appearance. 
Two of the bells whose 
knellannounced the passing of the be- 
loved Junipero 
Sierra 'B spirit into 
eternity, still rest in the old belfry 
tower. 
We were charged 50 cents for 
the privilege of viewing the interior 
of the church whichhas been fitted up 
in accordance 
with modern ideas, it 
having 
three 
beautiful altars, 
up. 
holstered pews, carpeted floors; tinted 
ceiling and stained glass windows. 
In 
an apartment at the rear of the edifice, 
are kept many of the robings, the ohal- 
ico, the censer and the gold and silver 
candlesticks 
used by the Franciscan 
Fathers. 
There .is also an old iron 
bound safe that was brought to Alta 
California, early in the 18th century^ 
Inthis safe is now kept locked many 
jofthe relics of the timeof the Mission 
Fathers. 
We were fullytwohours at 
thi6Mission and yet we were wont to 
linger. From the Mission wo walked 
to the Superb Del Monte where we 
strolled through the grounds 
feasting 
our eyes upon the almost innumerable 
attractions. 
Thirty-five years ago I 
remember having seen in my primer, 
the picture of a swan, yef had never 
seen the real birduntilI 
saw both the 
whiteand tho black swan upon the lake 
at Del Monte, and stately birds are 
they. 


At 12:30 o'clock, taking the street 
car 
at Del Monte, we rode back 
to 
Monterey. 
After dinner we got upon 
the street car at the door of our hotel 
and rodo to Pacific Grove a distance of 
about three miles. One thing we saw 
here and that is not advertised, is tho 
glass bottom boat. 
For 25 cents 
you 
can be taken out into the bay in this 
boat and through its glass bottom you 
can see fora distance of from 40 to 60 
feet to the very bottom of the bay, and
